Logically, the 
only way you, the reader, will be able to reach an in­ 
telligent decision as to whether certain books should or 
should not be used in public schools is through knowledge 
of the contents. It follows then, that in order to fulfill our 
newspaper responsibility, we should print the material so 
that you can see and judge for yourself — right?

An editor’s job is not and never has been an easy one; 
but today it’s tougher than ever. 
If you don’t believe it, consider this. Every grass roots 
editor we know tries his very best to be of genuine service 
to his readers, to the community, and to the country. At 
the same time he endeavors to 
be loyal to the high 
standards of the profession of responsible journalism. 
Part of the code of responsible journalism pertains to 
the public’s “right to know.” The idea is that in a republic, 
freedom is maintained by an informed and alerted people. 
It’s all based on the premise that “the truth shall make ye 
free.” 
Now let’s turn to the problem of some of the textbooks 
which fat-cat publishers are selling to public school 
systems. As you know, parents in many communities have 
been, literally, “up in arms” over the books. Logically, the 
only way you, the reader, will be able to reach an in­ 
telligent decision as to whether certain books should or 
should not be used in public schools is through knowledge 
of the contents. It follows then, that in order to fulfill our 
newspaper responsibility, we should print the material so 
that you can see and judge for yourself — right? 
Not necessarily. Editor and Publisher, leading trade 
publication for our industry, says: 
“We don’t know of any newspaper of general circulation 
that is prepared to print the stuff verbatim.” 
Now, when material found in school textbooks is so foul, 
so filthy, so vulgar, that a newspaper can’t print it, what is 
an editor to do?

Rethinking Federal 
Labor Policy 
While not admirers of Big 
Labor’s bellicose overloads, 
we’ve always been impressed by 
their ability to dictate federal 
labor policy during the past 40

That’s why we were surprised

need

unionism to live with. 
A note of background. 
For years, union brass has been

that 
they are 
forced by federal law to represent 
all the workers in a bargaining 
unit. Those employees who don’t 
want and refuse to pay for the 
union’s alleged “services,” but 
receive them anyway under the 
law, are no-good “free riders” 
who benefit without sharing the 
costs, the union bigwigs say.

According to news reports 
coming out of Washington, the 
food stamp program is out of 
control. Originally established in 
1964 to help shore up the nation’s 
agricultural 
economy 
by 
distributing surplus food through 
retail channels, and to support 
better nutrition among the poor, 
the program has increased 
astronomically. “A frightening 
development,’’ 
says 
USDA 
Secretary Earl Butz, who ad­ 
ministers the program. 
From 367,000 recipients in 1964, 
the number now drawing this 
form of welfare exceeds 
14 
million - a 3,500 per cent in­ 
crease. The annual coat has 
jumped from $860,000 to more 
than $4 billion. 
Under the present program, a 
family of four with an income of 
$230 a month is eligible for $150 in 
food stamps. Such a family 
pays $60 for them and the 
government 
(really

payers) pays the other $90 Some 
large families making more than 
$10,000 qualify for 
the stamps.

A congressional committee has 
found that by next year one in 
every 14 persons will be using food 
stamps, and at the present rate of 
expansion within three years one 
in every four Americans could be 
eligible.

next March 1 all households with a 
$30 or more net monthly income 
will be required to pay a full 30 per 
cent of their income for the food 
stamps they buy.

joined by 72 House members, 
lodged a loud protest. They 
promised to get the law amended 
to derprive the USDA the right to 
change terms of eligibility. 
The food stap program invites 
fraud galore, and we’ve listened 
to complaints on the local level 
in Atchison as some citizens 
watch who spends stamps at the 
check-out counters. Recently a 
District grand jury indicted a 
Washington food stamp certifier 
on 78 counts, involving $300,000 
food stamp scandal which hap­ 
pened right under the nose of 
Congress.

“ He’s so much of an idler,” they told the judge, “ he doesn’t really 
even bother to catch the fish he’s fishing for. For all intents and 
purposes, all he does is sit at the side of the river and drown worms.” 
“ Working, "responded Abner, “ is the curseof the 
fishing class. I 
only do it when 1 run out of funds. Certainly, it can’t be a crime to 
prefer fishing to working. ” 
IF YOU 
W ERE THE JU D G E, would you convict angling Abner 
of being a vagrant? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! 
The judge held that relaxed 
fishing is surely not idling and no f isherman would approve of any 
verdict that would even remotely so indicate.

Pictured above is a community garden in England where in­ 
dividual plot-holders have even constructed greenhouses. Called 
“allotments,” these plots are cultivated mostly by men with such 
a heavy emphasis on vegetables that the government is encourag­ 
ing the cultivation of more flowers by officially changing their 
name from “allotment gardens” to “leisure gardens.” 


The most famous community garden system in the world is 
undoubtedly that practiced in Great Britain, where tens of thou­ 
sands of people rent garden plots from local authorities, corpora­ 
tions and nationalized industries in order to grow bountiful harvests 
of fresh vegetables and beautiful flowers. 
In Britain these community 
or rental gardens are called 
“allotments,” although there is 
a movement afoot to change 
the name officially to “leisure 
gardens” and to encourage more 
gardeners to landscape their 
plots with lawns and flowers. 
The British even have their own 
society of allotment gardeners 
called “The National Allot­ 
ments and Gardens Society.” 
Great Britain presently has 
57,303 acres of land under cul­ 
tivation as community gardens, 
representing a total of 560,000 
individual plots. These figures 
exclude Scotland and Northern 
Ireland. 
Community gardens started in 
England during the Middle 
Ages. The coal mines, railways 
and industrial mills of the In­ 
dustrial Revolution also encour­ 
aged community gardens as a 
benefit to employees. Today, 
the national coal mines and 
railways are still believed to be 
the largest providers of com­ 
munity gardens. 
In 1806 legislation was start­ 
ed which eventually empowered 
local authorities to provide 
space for community gardens 


where even a small demand 
was shown to exist. 
In Great Britain the average 
rental varies from a low of 
$2.00 per plot per year where 
no facilities whatsoever are 
provided, to a high of $20.00 
where everything from a green­ 
house, running water, all wea­ 
ther roads, a community center 
with toilets, and good fencing 
are provided. 
It is also estimated that the 
British community gardeners are 
99% men. 
Community gardens like the 
British system are common 
throughout other European 
countries, 
particularly 
Ger­ 
many, Holland and France, 
and an international conference 
on community gardens is held 
each year. In Amsterdam and 
Hamburg the concept of com­ 
munity gardens has reached its 
most advanced stage. Many not 
only have an area for growing 
vegetables, but they include 
lawns, 
flower 
beds, 
garden 
sculpture, espalier fruit trees 
and hedges, plus a small sum­ 
merhouse for relaxing. Each 
garden is truly “a little bit of 
heaven.”

“allotments,” these plots are cultivated mostly by men with such 
a heavy emphasis on vegetables that the government is encourag­ 
ing the cultivation of more flowers by officially changing their 
name from “allotment gardens” to “leisure gardens.” 


The most famous community garden system in the world is 
undoubtedly that practiced in Great Britain, where tens of thou­ 
sands of people rent garden plots from local authorities, corpora­ 
tions and nationalized industries in order to grow bountiful harvests 
of fresh vegetables and beautiful flowers. 


In Britain these community 
or rental gardens are called 
“allotments," although there is 
a movement afoot to change 
the name officially to “leisure 
gardens” and to encourage more 
gardeners to landscape their 
plots v/ith lawns and flowers. 
The British even have their own 
society of allotment gardeners 
called 
“The 
National 
Allot­ 
ments and Gardens Society.” 
Great Britain presently has 
57,303 acres of land under cul­ 
tivation as community gardens, 
representing a total of 560,000 
individual plots. These figures 
exclude Scotland and Northern 
Ireland. 
Community gardens started in 
England 
during 
the 
Middle 
Ages. The coal mines, railways 
and industrial mills of the In­ 
dustrial Revolution also encour­ 
aged community gardens as a 
benefit to employees. Today, 
the national coal mines and 
railways are still believed to be 
the largest providers of com­ 
munity gardens. 
In 1806 legislation was start­ 
ed which eventually empowered 
local 
authorities

space for community gardens 


where even a small demand 
was shown to exist. 
In Great Britain the average 
rental varies from a low of 
$2.00 per plot per year where 
no 
facilities 
whatsoever 
are 
provided, to a high of $20.00 
where everything from a green­ 
house, running water, all wea­ 
ther roads, a community center 
with toilets, and good fencing 
are provided. 
It is also estimated that the 
British community gardeners are 
99% men. 
Community gardens like the

throughout other European 
countries,

and an international conference 
on community gardens is held 
each year. In Amsterdam and 
Hamburg the concept of com­ 
munity gardens has reached its 
most advanced stage. Many not 
only have an area for growing

and hedges, plus a small sum­ 
merhouse for relaxing.
